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The Normal School Law provides for three distinct Courses of In- 
struction : the Elementary Course, the Scientific Course, and 
the Classical Course. 

ELEMENTARY COURSE. 

PREPARATORY 

Practical Arithmetic, English Grammar, Geography, Mental Arithmetic, 
Orthography, First principles of Natural Science, Reading, Penmanship. 



JUNIOR YEAR. 

Fall Term.— Elementary Algebra, ( A— Division at.Simple Equations; B— 
Division begin the book): English Analysis, Higher Arithmetic, Drawing, 
Book-keeping, School Economy, Reading, Penmanship.* 

"Winter Term— United States History, Elementary Algebra ( Completed by 
A— Division ), Physiology, Higher Arithmetic ( Completed by A— Division). 
English Analysis, School Economy, Reading, Elocution. 

Spring Term— Physiology, History of United States (Completed), Draw- 
ing, Methods of Instruction, English Analysis, Higher Arithmetic (Complet- 
ed by B— Division), Elementary Algebra (Completed by B— Division), Re- 
views.

fall Term.— Geometry, Mental Philosophy, Natural Philosophy, Rhet-

of the School Year. To accommodate all, classes in Book-Keeping, History 
of United States and Geography, are organized every term. 
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SCIENTIFIC COURSE. 

JUNIOR YEAE. 

Full Term.— University Algebra, Solid Geometry, Chemistry, Latin Gram- 
mar and Latin Reader. 

Winter Term.— University Algebra, Latin Reader. General History, Zoology, 

Spring Term.— Trigonometry and Surveying, English Literature, Geology, 
Latin, English Classics. 

SENIOR YEAR. 

Fall Term.— Analytical Geometry, Natural Philosophy (Snell's Olmstead's), 
Caesar. 

Winter Term.— Calculus, Natural Philosophy, Cajsar. 

Spring Term.— Calculus, Moral Philosophy, Logic, Astronomy, Reviews. 

SUBSTITUTION.— Ladies may substitute Latin, French and 
German, for Spherical Trigonometry, Analytical Geometry, Culcu- 
lus, the Mathematical part of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy, 
and the latter third of University Algebra. 

No'i'E. — The Scientific Course also includes the Elementary Course. 



CLASSICAL COURSE. 

This course is designed to prepare teachers for Classical High 
Schools. The branches studied are the same as those of the Elemen- 
tary and Scientific Courses, together with the usual amount of Latin 
and Greek Reading required in Colleges. To complete it, it will re- 
quire two years in addition to the time required for the Scientific 
Course. Those who prefer, can substitute the French and German 
Languages for an equivalent amount of Latin and Greek Reading. 

PREPARATORY. 

Latin Grammar, Latin Reader, Cajsar, Greek Grammar, Greek Lessons- 
Virgil (3 books). Anabasis (6 chapters, 1st book), and the studies of Junior 
Year Elementary Course. 

FRESHMAN YEAR. 

First Term.— Cicero's Select Orations, Anabasis, Latin Synonyms, Grammar, 

Second Term.— Cicero's Orations (6) completed, Anabasis completed (three 
books). 

Third Term.— Sallust, Hornet's Illiad (1st book.) 

The English studies of Senior Year in the Elementary Course are 
included in this year. 



FIFTH DISTRICT. 
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SOPHOMORE YEAR. 

First Term. — Livy (2 books), Heroditus, Latin Prose Composition, Greek 
Prose Composition. # 

Second Term. — Horace (Odes), Greek Tragedies. 

Third Term. — Horace (Satires), Cicero de Scnectutc, Demosthenes* Select 
Oration. 

The English studies of first year Scientific Course are included in 
Sophomore Year of Classical Course. 

JUNIOR YEAR. 

First Term.— Gerinania and Agricoia, Plato's Crito and Apology. 
Second Term. — Histories of Tacitus, Memorabilia of Socrates. 
Third Term.— Cicero de Immortalitate, Odyssey. 

The English studies of Senior Year in Scientific Course are includ- 
ed in Junior Year of Classical Course. 



SENIOR YEAR. 

Firtft Term. — Astronomy, Political Economy, Paley's Evidences of Chris- 
tianity. 

Second Term.— Law of Nations, Class Discussions, Greek Testament, But- 
ler's Analogy. 

Third Term.— Butler's Analogy, Science of Language, General Topics in 
History, History of Civilization. 

CLASSES. 

Classes are formed in the school outside the regular courses some- 
what according to the wants of the students ; hut classes beginning 
with the school year usually continue from one term to another with- 
out change. 

It is very desirable to form all classes in the languages the Fall 
term of the school year, and that those commencing any language 
should continue at least one year. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Thesis. — In each course a thesis must be written upon some edu- 
cational subject. 

Substitutions. — Ladies may be permitted to substitute for Spher- 
ical Trigonometry, Analytical Geometry, Calculus, and the mathe- 
matical parts of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy, an equivalent 
amount of Latin, French or German. 
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At Examination, a paper stating that the candidates have com- 
pleted the course of study for Normal Schools ; have taught the re- 
quired time in the Model School ; and have been examined and ap- 
proved by -the Faculty, shall be presented to the Board of Examiners. 

Recommendations. — The. pupils of the Normal School are recom- 
mended to study the Latin and German Languages as far as practi- 
cable. 

Pupils to graduate in a Normal School, must attend at least twen- 
ty-one weeks. 

Pupils applying for a diploma in any course, must be examined in 
all the studies of that course. 

When a pupil is sick and unable to attend the examination, a pa- 
per signed by the Faculty and presented to the Board of Examiners, 
stating that the standing of such pupil is above the average standing 
of the class, shall be considered satisfactory evidence of the pupil's 
qualifications. 

Applications for second diplomas must be presented to the Board of 
Examiners at their regular session. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Written examinations occur twice each Term. 
The examinations for graduation are conducted by the Faculty of 
the School and a Board of Examiners. 

The Faculty first examine the candidates and, if they find them 
qualified, refer them to the Board. 

The State Superintendent, who is President of the Board, two 
Principals of State Normal Schools and two County Superintendents 
of the Fifth District, constitute the Board of Examiners. 

The Final examination of the Graduating Class occurs about two 
weeks before Commencement ; the date is fixed by the State Super- 
intendent.

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DIPLOMAS. 

A student graduating in the Elementary Course will receive a di- 
ploma, in which will be named the branches he has studied, and by 
which lie will be constituted Bachelor of Elements ; the diplo- 
mas of those graduating in the Scientific and Classical Courses will 
enumerate the distinctive branches of these Courses, and constitute 
their holders, respectively, Bachelor of the Sciences, and Bach- 
elor of the Classics. 

Regular graduates who have continued their studies for two yearn, 
and who have practiced their profession for two full annual terms* 
in the Common Schools of the State, and who have presented to the 
Faculty and Board of Examiners a certificate of good moral charac- 
ter and skill in the Art of Teaching, from the Board or Boards of 
Directors in whose employ they have taught, countersigned by the' 
county Superintendent, may receive second diplomas, constituting 
them Masters in the several studies embraced in the Courses in which 
they graduated, and conferring upon them corresponding professional 
degrees, as follows : 

Teacher of Elementary Didactics. 

Teacher of Scientific Didactics. 

Teacher of Classical Didactics. 

The Normal School law makes it the duty of the authorities of the 
Normal Schools to grant Diplomas or State Certificates to actual 
teachers in Common Schools, without their having attended the Nor- 
mal Schools as students. The following are the conditions upon 
which these Diplomas will be granted : 

1. Each applicant must be twenty-one years of age and of good 
moral character, and lie must have taught successfully during three 
consecutive terms in Common Schools of this State ; the proof of age 
to be the declaration on honor of the applicant ; and of moral charac- 
ter and the satisfactory discharge of the requisite terms of teaching, 
a certificate from the proper Board or Boards of Directors, signed by 
the President and Secretary, and countersigned by the proper county 
Superintendent or Superintendents. 

2. The examinations to lie in the Elementary, Scientific or Clas- 
sical Course, as the applicant may select, according to the. list of 
studies as printed in the circulars of the State Normal Schools, and 
approved by the Superintendent of the Common Schools, or in such 
other studies as may by the Board of Examiners be deemed equiva- 
lent. 

8. Any person obtaining a certificate in the Elementary or Scien- 
tific Course may, at the next or any succeeding annual examination, 
be examined for a higher course, and obtain the proper certificate. 

*An annual term must be at least Jive months. 
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4 Each applicant to prepare and present to the Board of Exam- 
iner's an original thesis of not less than six folio pages of manuscript, 
on some professional subject, to be retained at the school where the 
examination takes place. 

5 The examination and certificate to be without expense to the 
applicant, and the certificate to be full evidence of qualification to 
teach the branches therein named in any part of the State without 
further examination. 

6 Practical teachers attending examinations at State Normal 
Schools for the purpose of procuring State Certificates, should be ex- 
amined separately from the regular students, and both the Board of 
Examiners and the Faculty of the school at which the examination 
is held, should take part in the examination, all being required to 
sign the certificate. 

APPLICATION FOR TEACHERS. 

Many Principals of Academies and Seminaries, and Directors of 
Common Schools apply to us for teachers. We are always glad when 
we can answer such requests by furnishing good teachers, but we 
are better able to do so near the close of each term. Our friends 
must not suppose, however, that all persons who attend our school 
three to six months are made good teachers. 

We hold ourselves responsible only for Graduates.

TERMS. 

The Normal School Year is divided into three terms of fourteen 
weeks each. 

EXPENSES. 

Tuition in all branches, including Book-Keeping, Drawing Pen- 
manship, and Vocal Music, and Board, including fuel, oil 'room- 
rent and washing, ( 8 plain pieces,) $67 per term, or $201 per year 
The first payment, $40, to be made on the first day of the term ■ 
the second payment, $27, to be made at the middle of the term No 
deduction for less than three weeks, and then only in case of sickness. 

Tuition without board, including all branches as above, $12 per 
term, or $30 per year. First payment, $8, to be made the first day 
of the term ; second payment, $4, to be made at the middle of the 
term. No deduction for less than half a term. 

Instruction in Instrumental Music, including use of instrument 
two hours per day, $12 per term, (twenty-four lessons.) 

Students' rooms are furnished with stoves, chairs, tables, stands 
pails, bedsteads, mattresses, pillows, and one comfortable. 

Students furnish lamps, mirrors, wash-bowls and pitchers, nap- 
kins, towels, pillow-slips, sheets, and one comfortable, which to- 
gether with all clothing, should be distinctly marked with the 
full name. 

Whenever desired, wood will be carried to the ladies' rooms for 
which a nominal charge will be made. 

For two days at the opening and close of each term, students 
and their baggage will be carried to and from the railway station 
free of charge. All baggage should be distinctly marked with the 
name of the owner and "State Normal School," to insure its beino- 
brought to the Normal Buildings. Whenever baggage is to be taken 
to the station, it should be marked with the name and the destina- 
tion of the owner. 

Produce, whenever patrons wish, limited by the wants of the institu- 
tion, will be taken in payment for board. Those wishing to avail 
themselves of this arrangement may consult with the steward. 
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The ordinary text-books are rented to the students. 

Students are required to board in the institution unless specially 
excused by the Faculty to board elsewhere. 

All bills must be settled with the Principal, to whom applications 
for rooms or admission to the school must be made. 

Students are required to promptly secure the repairing of any 
furniture or other property damaged by them, (damage resulting 
from ordinary use excepted.) Those using text-books belonging to the 
institution are prohibited from writing in them, or otherwise (^figur- 
ing them When a book thus disfigured is brought to the librarian 
to be returned, the student who drew the same from the library will 
be permitted to retain it, and will be charged with the price of the 
book. 

The total expense per year is $201. When students avail them- 
selves of the State appropriation, the expense is reduced for the Jun- 
ior Year to $180 ; or in case of soldiers' orphans, to $159. lor the 
Senior Year the expense is reduced to $130; or in case of soldiers' 
orphans, to $109. Those who remain during the Christmas vaca- 
tion, two weeks, will be charged $8 for board. 

STATE APPROPRIATIONS. 

By a recent act of the Legislature the following appropriations are 
made by the State to Normal Students and Graduates: 

1 Each student over seventeen years of age who shall sign a 
paper declaring his intention to teach in the Common Schools of the 
State, shall receive the sum of fifty cents per week towards de- 
fraying the expenses of tuition and boarding. 

2 Each student who was disabled in the military or naval 
service of the United States, or of Pennsylvania, or whose father 
lost his life in said service, and who shall sign an agreement as 
above, shall receive the sum of one dollar per week. 

3. Each student who, upon graduating, shall sign an agreement 
to teach in the Common Schools of the State, two full school years, 
shall receive the sum of fifty dollars. 

4 Any student, to secure these benefits, must attend the School 
at least twelve consecutive weeks. These benefits are to be deducted 
from the regular expenses of board and tuition. 
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GOVERNMENT. 

The government of the school is based upon the principle, "Do 
rigid because it is right.' 1 '' 

Special efforts are made to secure obedience to regulations by the 
cultivation among our pupils of a high sense of honor. 

The positive regulations adopted are based upon the following 
principles : 

1st. No student should be allowed to trespass upon the rights and 
privileges of another. 

2d. Privileges that all cannot enjoy should be granted to none. 

It is taken for granted that every student who enters the school is 
disposed to do right, and to obey the particular regulations of the 
school, and implicit trust is placed in his sense of honor and pro- 
priety. 

If pupils are not doing well, either through indolence, negligence, 
or any other cause, their parents or guardians will be informed of it. 

If this does not secure attention to duties, a request will be made 
for their withdrawal, or they will be removed by the authorities of 
the school. 

Parents and guardians are earnestly requested not to send us per- 
sons who have contracted bad habits, as the safety of others will de- 
mand their dismission. 

Every care is taken to remove temptation to wrong doing, but 
upon the discovery that a student cannot be trusted, he will be re- 
moved from school.

CABINET. 

1. The Enoch Foster collection of minerals. This magnificent 
collection, consisting of 2500 specimens, the Committee were exceed- 
ingly fortunate in purchasing from Enoch Foster, Jr., of Bethel, 
Maine. Fifteen hundred specimens of this collection were classified 
and labeled by that very careful scholar, Prof. Shepherd, of Am- 
herst College. The remainder were added by Mr, Foster, who is 
himself a man of considerable taste. We have seldom met with a 
finer collection of minerals than this. 

2. The Smithsonian collection. This is the generous gift of the 
Smithsonian Institute, Washington, D. C, through its secretary 
Joseph Henry, LL. D. There are about 100 minerals; a large num- 
ber of specimens of rocks, representing the building material of the 
various public works in Washington ; and a valuable collection of 
shells. These are labeled by the mineralogist of the Smithsonian 
Institute. 

3. A Conchological collection. This consists of one hundred gen- 
era and four hundred species of shells, all carefully labeled, pur- 
chased by Profs. Fradenburgh and Smith, and presented to the in- 
stitution. 

•i. The Eyster collection. This is the gift of Dr. Eyster, of Har- 
risburg, Pa., and consists of about 100 minerals. 

5. Prof. Fradenburgh presented a collection consisting of about 
1 50 specimens, minerals and fossils (mostly Trenton and Niagara). 

There are now more than 5,000 specimens in the Cabinet, and 
additions are constantly being made. Students will find facilities 
for scientific investigation seldom met with elsewhere. Those who 
are engaged in original investigation, and not connected with the 
school, will be permitted, under proper restrictions, to avail them- 
selves of the advantages afforded by this Cabinet.

APPARATUS. 

The Philosophical and Chemical Apparatus is sufficient to afford 
students the opportunity to perform most of the experiments neces- 
sary to develop the principles of the sciences pursued. 

READING ROOM. 

There is a Reading Room, furnished with a large number of peri- 
odicals. This is under the supervision of the Reading Room Associ- 
ation, of which the following are the officers :

MODEL SCHOOL. 

This School has been opened in a commodious and pleasant suit of 
rooms in the new building. This is a very desirable boarding school 
for boys and girls under fourteen years of age. 

Tuition and board $60 per term, or $180 per year. First pay- 
ment, $35, to be made the first day of the term ; second payment, 
$25, to be made at the middle of the term. 

Tuition without board, $5 per term ; first payment, $3, to be made 
the first day of the term ; second payment, $2, to be made at the 
middle of the term. 

LOCATION. 

Mansfield is a village situated on the Tioga Railroad, thirty-one 
miles from Corning, N. Y., and ten miles from Blossburg, and on 
the Troy and Wellsboro Stage Line, sixteen miles from Troy and 
twelve miles from Wellsboro. The population of the place is 1200, 
and by a special act of the Legislature no intoxicating liquors can 
be sold nor billiard tables kept within a radius of two miles of 
the State Normal School buildings. 

Students coming via the Northern Central Railway or Lehigh Val- 
ley Railway, change cars at Elmira, N. Y., and Corning, N. Y.; 
those residing on the Erie Railway change cars at Corning, N. Y. 
Students coming via Northern Central Railway can come by stage 
from Troy. 
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THE BUILDINGS AND FIXTURES. 

The south building is of brick, one hundred and fifty feet in 
length by fifty feet in width. The rooms for students are large, with 
extra height of ceiling. 

The cost of this building and grounds is about thirty-six thousand 
dollars. 

The north building is of brick, and is situated one hundred and 
fifty feet north and the same distance east of the old building. It 
is one hundred and fifty feet in length and four stories in height. 
The main binding is 78x4:3 ; the two wings, with sixteen feet of front 
projection, are respectively 36x57. The building is heated and ven- 
tilated after the most approved manner. The cost of this building 
and grounds, together with the furniture, is about forty thousand 
dollars. No better students' rooms can be found in any institution 
of the State, than are those, in this building. 

The boarding hall, which is in this building, is so arranged that 
students are grouped in families of ten at the tables. The group- 
ing is made with distinct reference to the cultivation of social habits 
and the rules and usages of good society. Each table has an equal 
number of each sex alternately seated around it. By this arrange- 
ment very many of those rude and unrefined habits so often met 
with in boarding halls are done away with. 

The four churches of the place furnish opportunities for religious 
worship on the Sabbath, and each student is required to attend some 
place of worship on Sabbath morning, unless for special reasons he 
may be excused. Among the other religious privileges of the 
school, are the Sabbath Morning Bible Classes and Sabbath and Wed- 
nesday Evening Prayer Meetings. Student are cordially invited to 
attend them.
